Fire threatening the 410 
corridor. 

6 Middle Fork 
Complex OR-WIF Sheldon 

Level 1 and 2 evacuations. Continuing firing 
operations on the southwest and northeast 
flanks of Gales. Kwis transitioning back to 
local unit today 9/8/21. 

7 Twentyfive 
Mile WA-OWF Johnson Level 1 evacuations. Securing spots on 

southeast flank of the fire.
